REPORT  OF  THE   SCHOOL    BOARD 

For  the  Year  ending  March  1,  1890. 


It  again  becomes  the  duty  of  your  school  board  at  the  close 
of  another  school  year  to  make  its  annual  report. 

At  the  school  meeting  of  March  18S9,  E.  P.  French  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  Board  for  three  years. 

On  March  13th  the  board  met  and  organized  with  Dr.  F. 
H.  Rowe,  president,  C.  B.  Beal,  treasurer,  and  E.  P.  French, 
secretary. 

The  duties  of  the  board  were  divided  as  fallows :  Chas.  B. 
Beal  having  charge  of  Nos.  1,  2.  9  and  10;  E.  P.  French, 
Nos.  3,  4  and  5  ;  and  Dr.  F.  H.  Rowe  6,  7  and  8  ;  and  aside 
from  these  special  visits  each  have  visited  the  other  schools 
during  the  year  so  far  as  they  could. 

All  teachers  have  been  required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  ex- 
amination before  commencing  their  schools,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  those  who  had  taught  in  town  before  and  been  pre- 
viously examined. 

Seventeen  different  teachers  have  been  employed,  four  haye 
remained  in  the  same  school  during  the  year.  Two,  Miss 
Walker  and  Miss  Tilton  have  taught  through  the  year  but  in 
different  schools.  All  but  one  of  the  teachers  have  taught 
before  ;  some  have  had  large  experience. 

They  all  have  labored  for  the  success  of  their  school,  but 
of  course  with  different  results.  Miss  Webster  of  No.  2 
finished  her  work  here  with  the  Winter  term.  She  is  among 
our  best  teachers  and  we  are  sorry  to  lose  her  services. 

There  have  been  three  terms  during  the  year.  Spring  term, 
10  weeks,  Fall  term,  10  weeks,  Winter  term,  9  weeks,  making 
29  weeks  for  the  year.  We  have  had  but  few  complaints  and 
have  not  been  called  upon  to  settle  any  case  of  discipline. 

The  attendance  has  not  been  what  it  should  be  during  the 
winter  term.  Many  have  been  obliged  to  be  absent  on  ac- 
count of   sickness  from  the    prevailing    epidemic.        Parents 
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should    require  of  their  children  regular  attendance,  as  the 
loss  is  not  only  to  the  one  absent  but  to  the  whole  school. 

No.  5,  taught  bv  Miss  Jones,  has  the  best  register,  having 
the  least  number  of  absent  and  tardy  marks. 

The  law  for  free  text  books  and  supplies  went  into  effect 
January  1,  1890. 

The  board  will  change  the  arithmetic  and  possibly  the 
geography. 

Some  arrangements  should  be  made  for  preserving  the 
books  during  the  vacation  of  the  schools.  Each  house  should 
have  a  case  provided  for  that  purpose. 

Out  of  the  money  appropriated,  the  Nos.  4  and  6  out- 
buildings have  been  repaired.  Nos.  3,  9  and  10  have  had  new 
furniture  put  in  and  needed  repairs  made.  No.  1  house  has 
been  painted,  papered,  and  plastered  overhead,  at  an  expense 
of  $51.98,  of  which  $30.61  was  from  the  general  repair  fund 
and  $21.37  from  the  school   money. 

Other  repairs  are  needed  the  coming  Spring.  Nos.  6  and 
S  should  be  shingled.  If  Nos.  7  and  8  houses  were  supplied 
with  new  seats  then  all  of  our  school  houses  would  be  pro- 
vided with  modern  furniture. 

The  whole  number  of  scholars  registered  is  212.  Of 
these  109  are  boys  and  103  girls  ;  a  decrease  of  four  from  last 
year. 

Fiom  the  treasurer's  report  it  appears  that  the  whole 
amount  expended  for  teachers,  fuel,  repairs  and  other  neces- 
sary expenditures  is  $2,148.56,  an  average  of  $10.22  per 
scholar,  which  is  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  whole  amount  appropriated  by  the  town  and  received 
from  the  literary  fund,  railroad  tax  and  dog  money  is  $2,173.34, 
amount  remaining  from  last  year  $43.14,  making  $2,216.48 
in  all,  leaving  a  balance  of  $67.92  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer.
